The Heveningham estate was purchased by Sir Joshua Vanneck of Putney in 
1752. The house had been built by John Bence after 1707 and it is unlikely that 
Sir Joshua altered it during his lifetime. He died in 1776 and furniture of an 
earlier date may have been bought by him with the house or brought by him 
from London (see particularly Lot 38). 


At Joshua’s death his eldest son, Sir Gerard Vanneck, succeeded to the 
property and almost immediately started to transform the house. He first 
employed the architect Sir Robert Taylor who died in 1778. He subsequently 
employed James Wyatt who is principally responsible for the present house. 
Wyatt designed the furniture and other fittings for Heveningham, many of 
which are still preserved. It is reasonable to suppose that some of the furniture 
in this sale dating from the end of the 18th Century was either designed by 
him or made at his direction. The painting of the interior and of certain items 
of the furniture was carried out by Biagio Rebecca. 


The estate was inherited by the fifth Baron Huntingfield in 1915 but the 
contents were sold at auction. Lord Huntingfield bought much of the property 
back at that time and he also inherited certain furniture from the Arcedeckne 
estate from Glevering Hall. 


James Wyatt (1746-1813), after travelling for several years in Italy, 
returned to England in 1766 and at the early age of 24 was elected an A.R.A. 
in 1770, the year before Biagio Rebecca. His design for the Pantheon in 
Regent Street (1771-72) won him universal acclaim and wide patronage; 
indeed his practice soon exceeded that of Adam, who at one time accused him 
of plagiarism. Heveningham is perhaps his masterpiece in his earlier neo- 
classical style; he later became a master of Gothic and the leader of the Gothic 
revival, being the architect of Ashridge and Fonthill. 


Biagio Rebecca (1735-1808), who was trained at the Royal Academy 
schools, first exhibited in 1770 and was elected an A.R.A. in the following 
year. He soon, however, devoted himself exclusively to house decoration in 
the neo-classical style. He acquired a fashionable clientéle and was employed 
by the Royal Family at Windsor. He worked with Wyatt at Heaton Hall as 
well as Heveningham, and with Henry Holland at Berrington; his work 
stands comparison with that of Angelica Kauffmann and Cipriani.
